200,000, repayable in silver 
in lOyeai/8, at seven per cent., is reported 
to have been contracted by the 'Fooohow 
treasary with the Deutscli Bank, Berlin. 

Efforts are being made in Canton to form 
a waterworks company. 

Tho small railway in Formosa is declared 
to be working; satisfactorily, and prOTing a 
great benefit to traders. 

Tho British burk Hedvig has finished her 
career on the brioy. She whs towed up tho 
Miu river to Foochow tho other day to be 
broken up, Ciiincse having bought her for 
.•?L','2,-)0. 

rhe German aijuadron, consisting of tho 
cruisers Leipzig, flagship, Alexaudriue aud 
.Sophie, was due at Woosung on the 26th 
lilt. Admiral Valois was to have sailed 
thencc to Nanking on the morning of the 
.'JOth, 

There is an ancient tcmpio in Peking, 
dating from tho Ming dynasty, wliich 13 
entirely made of bra.ss aud copper. The 
editiee, which is termed the "Copper pal- 
ace, 'i is part of the Yuen Ming Y'ueu, The 
buildirig is generally sliut up, and is highly 
prized bj the present Kinporor. A guard 
watches tbe ])ahice night and day, hut re- 
cently some ingenious thieves managed to 
gain adeesj to the Copper Palace and stole 
some valuable oruaincnts from the building, 
also removing 11 great number of copper 
tiles from tho roof, as well as some small 
beams. 

DKOWNIMO ACCIDENT., 
The s. s. Abyssinia, Avhich arrived in 
Hongkong on the Ist inst, from 
Saigon, reports a sad accident, which 
peuujred pn the I9th ultimo, resulting in 
the deatii, by drowning,' of Mr. B. P. 
Tait, second officer of the vessel, and two 
Chinese, a aeamau aud a firemau. The 
steamer had gone aground on a mud bank 
in the Saigon river and the second officer, 
with a boat's crew of ten men, was getting 
out a hedge, when the boat cajisizcd with 
the result above stated. Tbe bodies were 
recovered and buried at Saigon. 

A squadron of .Japanese incn-of-war con- 
sisting of the Takachiko, Takao, Katsuragi, 
and Yainato, arrived at Nagasaki, from 
Sa.sebo a few days since, after having taken 
pirt in a naval review there. They are 
expected to leave shortly for Kagoshiina, 
and will return about tbe end of April, 
in order to be present during the Czare- 
witch's visit, Prince Arisugawa, captain of 
the Takao, having been appointed to 
represent the Navy on that occasion, 

A SUA ,SKI{PENT. 

Tiiu sea serpent, or his ghost, or some- 
thing, has lately been alarming the Celes- 
tial inhabitants of Hangcliow. A native 
paper rulatus that a large sea eel lately 
made its ap])earancc in the Chientaiig river 
outside Hangcliow, having probably floated 
in with tbe tide. It was over 20 feet iu 
length, ami looked scaly and shiny in tho 
sun. The people gathered about tlie banks 
to view the dragon, as they called it ; tho 
news trav-elled far and wide, and' thousands 
upon thousdhds gathered to view the fabu- 
lous monster. 

Till-; .MINKS won't I'.\Y, 

The gold mines floated last year by iiillu- 
ential Chinese at Chefoo have turned out a 
white elephant. So have the Jehol silver 
mines. Hotli were lauded by tho Chinese 
'J'imes, They are situated about 30 miles 
out of the right place. Tivo of the engineers 
who came out from the United States to 
work the mines have left; They declare 
tho mines won't pay to work, and yet all 
the machinery, has been put up. 

The Foophow Echo reports that an un- 
known sickness is now prevailing among the 
natives of that place and that .hundreds of 
tin in have fallen victims to it. It is said to 
begin v.itli swelling of tho feet which giadii- 
idly rises up to the kiuvs, where acute pain 
begins and tbe viclini is dead in ten inin- 
ut.s, the whole body turning black.

ONE LIFE WAS LOST. 



A Hardy Toungf Fisliermau, After a 
Gallant 8trug:g:le. Meets Death 
iu the Icy Straits. 



His Two Conipauions Narrowly Escape 
a Similar Fate— Spectators Power- 
less to Render Aid. 



Kvor since the Crofter fisherman came to 
this city they have surprised local sailors by 
their perfect seamanship and their courage 
in all sorts of weather. Gales, that kept 
all others at home, they laughed at, as they 
left in their light sloops for the fishing 
banks where their living was to be made. 
Yesterday was a particularly r»ugh day, 
with a high sen running, and a treacherous, 
constantly shifting wind toward evening. ' 

The Scotsmen left in the mp;rniiit!, in^Ew.Q_, 
ordinary fishing boats, the one a Columbia 
river, and tho other a sloop, of about the 
samo size with jib and for. sail, both painted 
red. After spending tho day at their 
work, they were sailing homeward in tho 
evening, and had reached Clover Point, 
with a fierce gale blosving, when tha acci- 
dent occurred that came within an ace of 
sending to their death the three occupants 
of tbe sloop. The boat was at the time 
about a mile off shore, und iu full view of 
men employed on the sewerage works. The 
tragic story of the disaster is given by one 
of these eye-witnesses, as follows : 

" It was a little after half-past five," he 
said, " when we noticed tho boat making 
her way in to the harbor, through a very 
heavy sea. Wo watched lier, us she was in 
danger every minute. It was in tacking, I 
think, that the sea caught her, 
throwing her over on her side. 
One of the men on her,, was not 
thrown overboard. The other two were, 
but one of them managed to clamber back 
again, and was helped up by the man cling- 
ing to.the.side.v^Tbeir companion, burdened 
as ho was with bis heavy clothes, struck out 
straielit for i'8K6re.'.r;;He was a grand swim- 
mer, and as: TP >>yatehed him, unable to 
help, wo could see him change his position; 
floating for one moment to ease his anna, 
swimming on his back, and then cnmiug 
ahead with powerful side strokes. Wo got 
ropes ready to throw to him as soon as ho 
got near enough, and tossed pieces of plank 
in, hoping they niiglil float to liiin. Wo 
had only a leaky punt, so we could do 
nothing. To have attempted to go 
out in that would have been 
suicide. The swimmer made slower pro- 
gress after he had been in tho water a 
couple of minutes, it seemed like hours, 
and the breakers commenced to knock him 
under. Two or three times we saw him 
flght bis way up, each time evidently 
wciiker, and then be went down, only about 
200 yards iroiii shore, and wo looked in vain 
for him again. Then wo concluded the poor 
fellow was done for, and turned our atten- 
timi to tho wrecked sloop, that had been for 
the time forgotten. It was atill floating on 
its side, the sail lying on the water keeping 
it in that position, with the waves breaking 
over tho two men on it. Those in the other 
boat could not seo them for the 
rough water bfltweon, though they 
were not very far away. Wo attracted 
tlieir attention finally, und by signs di- 
rected them to tho wreck. They got to it 
and took the men aboard. Tho wind at 
this time went down all of a sudden, and 
they took tho disabled sloop in tow, and 
ran in to Boss Bay, where iht-y beached 
her. ' ':' „ ' 

The oiroumstances of the drowning were 
reported to the police last evening by Mr. 
Riebar.l .lones, cf tin; inland Keveiuie l)e- 
parLmcnt, wlio was al^o a witm^'-s of tho 
poor fislici-niaii's grand but futile swim 
for his life. This mcrning, if the weather 
permits, Ofiicer McNeill will go mit at ilay- 
broiik to try and recover tln' body. The 
companions of the dead man were nowhere 
to bo found lust evening, and tho 
only inforination to bo had ••oiicerniiig him 
was that be was " one of the Croficr lisber- 
mon," and some one paid was named 
Robinson. Further particulars will, no ' 
doubt, be obtainable this morniog.

15u- 
fore tlie work wu,s completed, word was re- 
ceived that unless the dredge could be sent 
to Vancouver to deepen the channel along 
the C. P. R. docks, it would be impossible 
for the Empress to make a' landing there,

would undoubtedly result In their anx- 
iety to prevent, this, the owners of the Mud- 
lark sent her to the Terminal City as soon 
as her work here was, to all appearances, 
completed, but before tlie harbor master's 
survey was madv'.

The Empress of India has been built to 
the higher requirements of the Admiralty, 
Hoard of Trade, and Lloyd's. She is clussetl 
100 Al in tho books of the latter institution. 
She is on the Admiralty list of armed 
cruisers, and in her system of sub division, 
eoul proteetmn, and great speed, she un 
doubtedly possesses many of the chief fea- 
tures necessary to enable her to capture or 
dinary merchant vessels and also to meet on 
un equality other commerce destroyers that 
are being built by our "Friends." Her 
dimensions are : — Length over all, 485 feetj 
B.P. on L.W.L., 440 feet; beam, moulded, 
51 feet; depth, 30 feet; and the height from 
top keel to upper deck beams is 39 ' feet 
10 inches. .The gross tonnage is 6,200. Tho 
total deadweight capacity on a mean draft 
of 21 feet inches is 4,000 tons. Externally 
the vessel presents a very striking and im- 

Eosing appeanuioe. She has a schooner 
ow, with spike bowsprit, a handsomely 
proportioned hull, and overhanging stern. 
Three polo masts and two funnels at a con- 
sidorablo rake add to her appearance. The 
ship is painted white, with a bluo riband 
She has cream-colored funnels, and l^er un- 
der-waler surface is coated with Rahljeii's 
well-known auti-fouling composition. Tli 
hull is built of steel, and is divided into l.'i 
conipartnients by metms of 13 bulkheads 
extending to the upper deck and one ex 
tending to the main deck. The three bulk 
heads forward and the three after one.'i ar( 
wholly without any opening whatever. The 
bulkheads are so arranged that with uiiy 
two compartments placed in free com 
inunieation witli the sea there would still 
be u large reserve of buoyancy. The arrange- 
ment of the bulkheads and the capacity of 
the compartments has been a matter of 
primary importance, und, so far as is known, 
there are only about half a dozen ocean 
steamers so efficiently sub-divided as the 
Empress of India. Tho engine-room 
is also divided by a longitudinal 
bulkhead, fitted with a water-tight 
door placed high up. The vessel is built 
with a cellular double bottom, extending 
foro and aft four feet deep, but seven feet 
deep in tho engine-room. A longitudinal 
partition with the bulkhead serves to divide 
the cellular double bottom into numerous 
coinpurtmenta, in which water ballast is 
curried, the total capacity being 700 tons. 
Uwing to the extensive sub-divisions, the 
vessel can be trimn^ed to ony extent. The 
frames and beams ore of channel section 
steel ; every sixth frame is of " H " section.

This deck is wholly free 
from any obstruction. and ali'orils 
ample room for walking — it would, 
fact, make an excellent field for 
walking contests to be undertaken by (las- 
sengers with sporting proclivities ; while 
covered in with side awnings, it would af- 
ford space for terpsichorean exercise to those 
who preferred this form of amuseiiient. On 
the upper deck in the fore part of the 
briilge-liouse is the main dining saloon, ac- 
cess to which is gained by folding doors in 
each side leading into a large vestibule, in- 
to which also leails a pair of handsome stair 
cases from tho promenade deck.

draught. All the cabms are well lighted, 
and in every ymy the comfort of the passen- 
ger has beeii a matter of careful thought.

The engines, of which a descrip- 
tion bus already appeared, are marvels of 
silent strength ; the fire iirolection, life- 
boats and lighting ])lant are similar to 
those ot a moiferii iiiaii of-war, and, indeed, 
the new i)U(w;n of the ISriti'ih Columbia 
fleet is as well worthy of a visit as any of 
the floating fortresses now at Esquimalt.

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THE PRESIDENT'S TRIP. 

Hnjoyiae tlie Vlalt to 8an Fraiiclaco— Inipecc- 
Ing tue Hcbools anil Ilevlewlne 
the Troops. 

San FaANCisco, April 27.— The President 
and Mrs. H&rrisoa and party, acoompanied 
by Mayor Sanderson and the reception com- 
mittee, left the Palace Hotel this inorning 
in carriages for a drive to the Golden Gate 
park. It had also been arranged tliat a 
review of the school children should tnke 
place on Van Ncaa avenue, anil as the day 
was bright and clear, they patliored in large 
numbers, many bearing flowers or small 
American flags. The children were with 
their parenta or friends, and the lino ex- 
tended fourteen blocks in lengthj and as the 
carriages containing; the party passed be- 
tween the lines they were greeted witli 
cheers from hundreds of small throats, 
and the air was filled with flying bouiniuta 
and waving flags. It is eatimated that 
there ,wero fully 30,000 people on the 
avenue. Some time was spent by tlio 
President in reviewing > the long lino of 
. children, but the oarriages were' eventu.illy 
; turned in the direction of iQolden Gate park. 
The postmaster-general left the party at 
Van Ness avenue and returned to inspect 
the post-office and proposed site for the 
new building. At the park, which wns 
well filled with people, many of whom had 
come frnin tho towns across tho bay, tlio 
President was received with cheers and 
waving of luuulkei'chiefB, to wliioh he 
responded by bowint;. A stop wiia made at 
the conservatory, wlieio the Park Connnis- 
flioners pointed out to Mrs, Harrison and 
other interested membera the most note- 
wortliy exliibita. Oilier poiiit.s of interest 
were also visited, after which tli(! l'i-i;.sideu- 
tial party proceeded to the residence ot 
I Adolph Siitro, at Sntro lieiglits, overlooking 
the Pacific ocean, wlieie they hud lunoh. 

After luncli at .Sutro liciglita, this after- 
noon, tlie presidential party drove to the 
military reaei-vation at tlie Fresiiiio, where 
a great crowd of people were in altendanee. 
Tho Presi<leut reviewed the troops stationed 
at tho post and wituesaed an artillery iind 
cavalry drill. The party then returned to 
the hotel for dinner, and this evening there 
was a reception at the Palace hotel. Presi- 
dent and Mrs Harrison received the rcprc- 
I jsentativea ot the army and navy tirst and 
Vthen a large number of invited guests. Sev- 
eral bands of music were in attendniice dur- 
ine'the reception. The Priiaidont and party 
will make a tour of tlie hay, tomorrow 
morning, and in the afternoon will attend 
tho launching of the armored coast-dcfeiise 
vessel Monterey.

THE U.S. TREASURY SURPLUS. 

Director Lench Explains Why There Is 
$35U.U0O,00O in Available Cash. 

Wasiiinoton City, April til. — A Star 
reporter this afternoon asked the director 
of tho mint for an explanation of the state- 
ment made by him on Saturday that there 
was an available cash balance of 9358,000,000 
in the treasury. Leech says he held that 
the gold and silver certinoates amouu ting 
to $493,000,000 represent trust money; 
that is, coin has been deposited by indivi- 
duals and the government has issued certi- 
ficates to pay back the same on demand. 
Possibly the §7,000,0000 placed with the 
treasury by the national banks for keeping 
their currency in good condition is trust 
money, but as congress bus just ordered 
the money placed by ihe national banks 
for retireineut of their circulation to 
be covered into the general balance, 
it is difficult to conceive why tliia is 
any more sacred. The remainder of 
the money in the treasury, some $2.58,000,- 
COO, Leech holds belonging to the govern- 
ment. Prior to 1858, ho says, the available 
balance in the treasury was always shown 
as the amount of money which actually be- 
longs to the government. The $100,000,- 
000 in gold, purchased by the sale of lionds 
for resumption purposes, was always in- 
cluded as a portion of the available balance 
prior to that date, and there is no reason 
why it should not be now, nor any reason 
why legal tender notes issued in the pur- 
chase of silver bullion are any more current 
liability than other greenbacks ; they are 
the same class of legal tender money ; they 
are not silver iiionoy, as people generally 
suppose. They are issued in the lirst place 
in the purchase of silver bullion, but as they 
come back into the treasury are re-issued 
for all purposes. ■ The fact that the treas- 
' urer is anxious to convert all assets into the 
most available form of money is no indica- 
tion ' that there is any ahortugo in the 
treasury funds. ■ In accordance with the 
of congress the trade dollar bullion and 
subsidiary silver coins will be re-coined as 
soon as new designs are decided on. 
Whether the secretary should decide to ex- 
tend the 4.^ per cents, at the rate of '2 per 
cent, would winiply be a business propo.sition 
as to whetnei- it would be more profitable 
for the governnient to use its money in 
buying bonds bearing a 4 per cent, interest 
at current rate. Leech imagines the recent 
order suspending the purchase policy of the 
secretary regarding l.U arises more from 
consideration of the fall of the money 
market than any present or anticipateil lack 
•of funds.

London, April 27. — A dispatch to the 
Times from Valparaiso says: The casual- 
ties on the Government boats at the battle 
of Caldera were one killed and ten wuundcd. 
On the Aconcagua 150 were killed. Tele- 
grams received iu Paris from the insurgent 
forces confirm the foregoing, and say the en- 
gagement lasted 90 minutes.

Parts, April 27. — The congress party in 
Chile telegraphs that the Iobb of their war- 
ships will not. impede military operations, 
unci that their army continues to march 
Bouth.

NOT- COERCION. ' 

It is diflioult for us to understand wliut 
tho people of Newfoundhmd nieun by " co- 
ercion." It ia not the policy ot Gicnt T5iit- 
aiii, in these days, to coerce her colonies. 
Where her interests ulouo are concerned 
they are allowedt all the liberty.' that rea- 
sonable nion'could aslc, and very much more 
than colonists, within tho memory of many 
now living, daied to expect. They nianuge 
their domestic affairs exactly as tlicy lilio. 
They frame their own turill' and impose 
such other taxes as they consider expe- 
dient. They make their own laws without 
consulling tho Mother Country, and enact 
• some, wliich they know perfectly well do 
not meet with the approval of tho Imperial 
authorities. The Bait Act, for instance, was 
considered, in Downing Street, both inju- 
dicious and impolitic, but it was, neverthe- 
less, allowed to go into operation. It is, in 
fact, hard to imagine n colony endowed with 
greater povi-ers of self-g.n-ernment than 
Newfoundland possesses and exercises. 

It is surely not for such a colony to talk 
about coercion when all tliat is required of 
it is to carry out in good faith engagements 
entered into by Great Britain nearly two 
hundred years before self-governing powers, 
with the respousiliililies and obligations 
attached to them, were extended to New- 
foundland. The inhabitants of that colony 
knew nil about the provisions of tbe treaty 
ty which the French claimed fishing privi- 
leges on part ot its shores. The treaty and 
the interpretation given to it by tho British 
authorities became, asit were, part of tho 
constitution of Newfoundland when its in- 
habitants tool: the management of their own 
public aflUiiH into tlicir own haiuls. 'J'liose 
instruments were as much a liability ou the 
colony as a mortgugc is on a farm, and 
when it came into possession was under 
OS binding an obligation to carry out their 
provisions and stipulations ns is the 
farmer. ±\s regards treaties affect- 
ing Xewfoundlund, its inluibitants 
when they undertook to govern themselves 
stepped into Great Britaiu's shoes. What- 
ever Great Britain could fairly be called 
upon to do or to allow, the Newfoundland- 
ers took, upon ihcniselves- to do and to 
allow. They could not break faith with 
Z'^ance, because carrying out the obliga- 
tions contracted by (treat Britain were un- 
pleasant and burdensome, any more than a 
man, who iulietited property burdened by a 
mortgage, could repudiate the obligation 
because paying interest for a long term of 
years, and the principal when it had ex- 
pired, was unpleasant and burdensome. It 
took two to make a bargain, anil it must 
take two to change its coniiitions, or to 
make any arrangement respecting it. 

The frenobiwith >regard to these fishing 
privileges and concessions say the original 
bargain, as interpreted by your own Govern- 
ment, meant so and so. The Newfound- 
landers say that it did not, but sonielliing 
else very difler/ent. Tlie French insist up- 
on their rights as they understand them. 
The Newfoundlaudera declare that the 
French are "wrong and protest against their 
exorcising the rights they claim. How is 
tho nuittcr to be settled? Are tlie French 
to have tlieir way or the Ncwfouudlanders 
to have theirs '; The case is evidently one 
for settkmont, eitlier by arbitration or by 
(he sword. The Newfoundlanders evidently 
cannot fight. They are no match for the 
French nation. Great Britain says in effect, 
" Settle this dispute by arbitration. Let it 
be ilcciiled in a ))eaceful way whetlier tlie 
French claims are just and valid." Nego- 
tiations are entered into and tho French 
agree to submit one point and perhaps the 
others to arbitration. 

There is no coercion so far, but the New- 
foundlanders ure not satisfied with this 
announcement. They want tho French to 
submit the wliole ca.sc to arbitration. 
This, Great Britain is more than willirg 
to do, but France is not. What is to be 
done ? Who is to compel France to accept 
tho mode of settlement which Newfound- 
land dictates, and which Great Britain 
approves ? Nothing less than a resort to 
the lust argument of kings can settle this. 
But Great Britain is naturally unwilling to 
accept this terrible alternative. 

While this dispute is going ou liow ure 
tho relations as regards NowfoandUnd to 
be regulated? Some temporary agreement 
must be mado : there must be some rule 
acknowledged by both nations or llierc ia 
no telling .how foon acta may be done 
that will precipitate a rupture Ijctween 
the two countries, 8uch an ugreeniunt 
is mads — the modus vivendi — ondi the 
Newfoundlanders are indignant. ' Seeing 
that tho colonists will not legialuto 
upon this treaty matter, tho Government of 
Great Britaia finds that the task of carrying 
out the treaty is left to thorn. They, thero 
fore, bring down' to Parliament un Act 
which, by an inadvurteuoe, had been re 
pealed. Wiien the Newfoundlanders hoar 
of this they become fearfully agitated, and 
raise tho cry of "coercion." Where is iho 
coercion ? Tho Treaty is in force — is bind- 
ing on both countries. A law is required to 
rcgulato its operation. Tbo Newfound- 
landers cannot, or will not, enact this law, 



therefore Great Britain bus no choice but to 
enact ftJhtitSBplf. Britain is not coercing 
Newfoundltwil when she does what is neces- 
sary to carry but the terms of a treaty made 
with France ' before Newfoundland, as a 
colony, had an existence. 

It appears to us that tlio Newfound- 
landers are most unreasonable. It is both 
their duty and their interest to do all in 
their power to assist the mother country in 
arriving ut a good understanding with 
Franco with respect to tho fishery conces- 
sions tluit were so unwisely oxtended to 
tliat country at u time when no one dreamed 
that Newfoundland would over beconio nn 
important colony. They should give the 
Imperial Government all the help they can 
to make tho beat of what all admit to be a 
bad bargain. 

THE COST OF CONTJCSTS. 

The ]!(;aton Advertiser shows that strikes 
and lockouts have been nmst expunaivo to 
both employers aud workingmen as well us 
to tho community at large. Here are some 
of its figures to show' the loss that lookouts 
liave caused: — 

" From the beginning of ISSl to the end 
of IS.SO there occurred' witliin the United 
.States -',-2l-t lockouts ; iif these .'() 1 
were succtasful, l,.'i.'!l) failed utterly, and 
the remainder were parti.iUy suec^ssful. 
The direct loss to employers by these num- 
erous appeals to coercion is placed at 
S.'i,-1G'2,261, and to the men affected there- 
by §8,157,717. Pending a settlement of 
those contests, $1,10(1,038 were contributed 
for the benefit of the men locked out, and 
at the conclusion ot the trouble tbo working 
force was reduced by the refusal of em- 
jjloyers to take back 4,708 persons whom 
they regarded us particularly detrimental to 
their inter'estB. The entire number locked 
out was 175,270, of whom 52,i).")S were 
women and girls." 

I |ln this, as in other kinds of warfare, both 
parties suffered terribly, but the balance of 
loss as well as of misery was on the side of 
the workingmen. Were the re.s\ilts gained 
worth the cost to either party? We think 
not. Wo are i[uite convinced that results 
better in themstlvos and more satisfactory 
to all conooriied coidd luwe been gained by 
less unpleasant and infinitely leas expensive 
means'^ If both parties tried to understand 
each other, .tnd gave a reasonable consider- 
ation to e ich oiher's eiri'umst uices and re- 
quirements, better settlenients than tliose 
arrived at could have been effected, with a 
more friendly feeling established. 

Tlie figures as regards strikes are not 
more pleasant or more encouraging to con- 
.timplate. 

The same authority says : 
■ '.'During the same interval thero were 
22,304 strikes, of which 18,342 were ordered 
by labor organizations. . Through their in- 
fiuenco l.1,m establishments wore closed in 
the Hggi egate for 309,047 days. Of these 
strikes 10,375 were. successful, 8,910 failed 
utterly, and tho rcsfc- WOre partial failures. 
The .slated losses are enormons, they being 
charged up a^'ainst the strikers and help in- 
volvi cl at 8,11 ,S1 4, 7"-!3, and against tli,e ftin- 
liloytrs at $,'((), 701, il'J'J. Tho. strikers wpru 
assisted to the amount of S:i,;)'24,.").')7, imd 
at the end of the c(mtest3 tlierc were l!r),7SH 
men whom employers refused to take back." 

Here we see that considerably more than 
half of the strikes were complete or partial 
failures. Tho loss to workmen and em- 
ployers is simply atupendotts. Counting in 
the sum raised to assist the strikers it was 
in those six years very nearly .586,000,000, 
or .?14,333,3l);i a year. liuL the loss in 
dolhirs does not show all that the strikes 
cost the conmiunity. What the 13,411 
establishments could have produced during 
the 309,047 days they were closed would 
have been a benefit to hundreds of thousands 
who were directly, or indirectly, affected 
by their being idle. Then the misery suiiered 
by the strikers, their wives, and children 
and others dependent on them, c:innot be 
set down in figures. A money value cannot 
be set npon sighs and tears and sleepless 
nights, and the mental agony of those who, 
day after day, saw those they loved suffer- 
ing for the necessaries of life. Neither are 
we able to compute the loss, moral and 
material, n.'SuUiiig from the feelings of bit- 
terness and anger and hatred engendered by 
these twenty-two thousand strikes. 

And what bus been gained by this $97,- 
000,000 or so sunk in labor contests in the 
United States in six years, and the suffer- 
ing and bad feeling of whieli they were the 
occ;iHion? It is H.iid that the conilition of 
the workingman has been ameliorated by 
these battles between capital and labor. 
Perhaps so. But we think that the gain 
has been far less than many who are fonrl 
of agitation imagine, and certainly not 
more than could be achieved by ])eaccful 
means. 

It would be well for both employers and 
workingmen tp enq^uire seriously and dis- 
passionately into tho loss aud gain of labor 

contests. The matter is one of tho vc.-y 
first importance, and if it is not made the 
subject of serious thought and painstaking 
enquiry by tlie thinking men of both sides, 
the moat deplorable results will be sure to 
follow. .So far, men who do not think, men 
who are guided by passion rather than by 
reason, have had too much infiuence in the 
struggle that has been going ou for iiiiLuy 
years between capital and labor. It ia time 
that thoughtful and earnest men hIiouIiI ex 
ercise their infiuence, and not allow them 
Helves to be borne down by those who use 
thrcals instead of argument. 

One encouraging sign of tho times is that 
good men, men of intellect and extensive 
knowledge, are taking an active interest in 
the labor (|U03tion. Among these ^s C'ar 
dinal Gil)l)ons, who has written an article 
in the North American Review on "Wealth 
and its Obligations." He gives good advico 
to the men of capital and the men of labor. 
Ho says, " let employer and employed como 
together in amity, with a view to mutual 
understanding. Lettliem stale tlieir mu- 
tual griev.mees uiid aKceiiiiin llu.'ir nuitual 
demaiula; and, temperate (jhriatian counsels 
reigning, tho result will lusting peace." 
Tliis is good udvice. Will it ever Im fol- 
lowed, and will the "peace" wliich tho 
philanthropic Cardinal cxpoflts as liio con- 
srquenco of its being aotou upon over be en- 
joyed? 



THE EM P 11 ESS OF INDIA. 

The arrival of the ICmpresa of India, tho 
first of tho Canadian Pacific Company's lino 
of ocean steamahip.s, is un epoch in the his- 
tory of Victoria. It ia a mark to show how 
far tho cities on tbo Pacific Coast of tho 
Dominiou have advanced in the march of 
progress. When the first ocean steamship 
entered tho port of Halifax, some fifty yo(irs 
ago, Victoria was not oven a geographical 
expression, and British Columbk^wM;: !^^ 
known to Eastern Canadians tHiiii'ns Mash- 
onaland to the British Columbian of to-day. 
I'lio rise and growth of cities on the Cana- 
dian shores of the Pacific have been by no 
means the least important of the cliiinges 
that have taken place in British Aiiieriea 
(luring the lost flftyyeaM.^v :; 

Wo have no doubt that the Empress of 
India is the first ot many steamships owned 
by Canadian companies that will ply be- 
tween the seaporta of Britisli Columbia 
and the coiitinonb and islands of Asia. 
Other lines will be cstablislied to run be- 
tween British Columbian ports and Austra- 
lasia and the intervening islands. It does 
not require supernatural powers to foresee 
that Victoria, with its many and great ad- 
vantages, is destined to become tho port of 
arrival and ilep irture of tho ships of tho 
principal of these lines. 

Groat credit is due to the Canadian 
Pacific railway company for being the first 
to establish a line of ocean steamships be- 
tween the Dominion dndChfnaand Japan. Tho 
sagacity, the courage, tho enterjjrise, and 
the energy of its directorate have won for 
it a high pluco in the commercial history, 
not only of America, but of tho world. 
We have no doubt that its efforts to extend 
the sphere of the commerce of Canada will 
be cron'ned with the most brilliant success, 
and it ia our conviction that the name of 
tbo Empress of India will be connected 
with the greatest system of railways, 
ocean steamships and cable lines that 
tho world has yet seen.

Strausse is .v Rpocml constable of the Chilco- 
tin dinl rici , and goes to Victoria to inter- 
view the Attnniey-CJeneral ujion matters 
alTecting till' enforcement of law among the 
Indions. Tie brings with him .Sum Mul, 
one of the most intelligent Indians of those 
p.arts, who has taken a great part in assist- 
ing the Clovernment olheers. There is con- 
siderable . oonimoi ion, Mr. Strausse said, 
among the Chilcntin Indians since the ar- 
rest of Neniiah, in March. Neniiali was a 
powerful man and one of the lea.lcrs of his 
tril'f. Xo man ilar^ d give liini inti> the 
haiidn nf the ant horil iop, TTe forfeit! d that 
respect wln n, in a fit of anger he Ktabhed 
another Indian, cutting a gash from the 
left brea-t to tho thigh, and 
almost disembowelling the man. 
His band then turned against him, 
tied him up mid sent for a .lustieo of tho 
Peace to arrest him. Neniiah's Ulootch cut 
him loose in the meiintime and he fled with 
all speed. Mr. Strans.se was oiio of the 
special oonslah'ea who followed liini, and 
after tt run of lljO iniica capturod him in a 
rnncherie. He was then transferred to l.TO 
Mile House, whore he now remains, having 
never even been brought before a Justice of 
the Peace. Two important witnesses are 
needed in the case, Cokex and Ouchon. 
These Indians, however, uro in the sumo box 
with Nemiah, except that they are at 
liberty. About 25 years ago they nmrdei ed 
a Hudson's Bay oflicer nnnied McLean. 
Upon learning that they wore wanted as 
witnesses, Ihey orgimized a bund of H men, 
well supplied with ponies, and fied from the 
settlement. Strausse with another went 



after them, but two could do nothing with 
fourteen who will shout down any coming 
near. • Until these men are captured the 
trial of Neraiuh will be held over, and these 
two witnesses will not bo secured for some 
time. — Vancouver World.

THE OKGAN RECITAL. 

Mr. Frederic Archer in Ht. Andrew's Church, 
last Nleht— Be-Aiipriiranco This Evenlug. 

Last night, Mr. Frederic Archer, tho head 
of modern organists, held a large uuilience 
spellbound at tho marvellous eil'ects hu pro- 
duced from the organ in St. Andrew's 
church. The great majority of tho nota- 
bilities of tliu city and those prominent in 
cultured art circles were present. Mr. 
Archer's maitery of the instrument is sim- 
ply pheniuiienal, the perfect commuiul of 
every eniiceivable form of technical ditlicul- 
culties and startling reproduction of every 
species of orchostrdl effect, are alone, sulli- 
cient to entitle him to the position he holds 
at the head of his profession. Beyond this, 
he is a synipathetio artist, and gives to 
every composition ho performs the inner 
meaning of the composer's conception, in u 
striking manner. 

His versatility was displayed last night 
in a wonderful way, as the programme con- 
taiued examples of tho various organ 
schools. Sparkling works of the pitpiant 
eliarm of tho inudcni French composers ; 
the scholastic profundity of the classic 
(jernmn, the pure and unalloyed charm of 
Mozart, the mystic grandeur of VVagner, 
tho refined grace of Mendelssohn, ; or tho 
brilliancy of Rossini were each and all 
faithfully portrayed. To those wlio have 
no acquaintance with the resources of tho 
organ beyond its allotted functions in con- 
nection with public worship, Mr. Archer's 
porforinanee was a revelation. ICvery item 
on tho diversified programme was of such 
intrinsic excellence that it is difficult to 
select any particular piece for special men- 
tion. 

Perliajis the overture to Taunhauscr was 
the most extraordinary instance of virtu- 
osity, more especially as the stupendous 
orchestral etlccts were produced v/ith such 
limited means at command. The opening 
movement of Mendelssohn's tjuiutett iu 
'• A " was invested with a jioetic chiirin that 
enraptured the audience, who insisted on its 
repel itioii. The overture to "Seniira- 
mide " brought the programme to a brilliant 
termination, and the player -was the reci- 
pient of an enthusiastic ovation. 

In the course of the evening uii interest- 
ing announcement was made by tho Rev. P. 
MoF. Macleod, to tho eli'ect that arrange- 
ments had been made with Mr. Archer to 
give an extra recital this (Wediieslay) 
evening, pariiculars of which will bo found 
iu our advertising columns. With the de- 
sire of affording extended opportunities ot 
hearing him, the church authorities have 
resolved to adopt a popular price of admis- 
sion on this occasion. Such u chance will 
certainly be appreciated by all musio-lovers, 
and it may be safely anticipated that the 
church will be crowded to the doors. . This 
will probably be the lastioppoirtunity of en- 
joying such a privilege, as it is ' not likely 
Mr. Archer, will be able to visit Victoria 
for a long period again, if at all.

Tlic Tucnina Ludger, of Moiuliiy, says : 
I'rerHier John Robsoii, of British Columbiii., 
who, Willi his wife, will leave this mofiiiiig 
for Victoiiii, r..G., with the boily of their 
8on, is one of tho oldcHl inhahitauts of tlie 
province which has honored hiin. A native 
of Ontario, tho bettor part of his life has 
boon spent in British Columbia. It ia his 
distinction to have edited the first paper on 
the mainland of 15ritisli Cohimbia— the 
Columbian. Later ho bceanio editor of tbo 
Vlotorift Colonist. 

For many years ho has been with the 
Government. As Proniicr he has been firm 
and consistent, and pre-eminently out- 
spoken. Many people of Tacomu remember 
reading in the LedKcr un account of his 
strong words at Blaino at the celebra- 
, tion over the international railroad. 
In response to a bogus telegiiini 
from yoeretary of State James G. 
Blaiuc, exposed in tho Ledger Assuuiated 
Press dispatches, l^reniier Kobsou repudi- 
ated the idea of annexation, recently men- 
tioned in the tole^^ram, and that the Cana- 
dian peoplo.desircd friendship, but not con- 
solidation — they were great enough to be a 
nation themselves. Tho spceuh was widely 
read and commented upon favorably by the 
press throughout the state. On the same 
topic he said Inst night to a Ledger re- 
porter, in response to a query: 

"As next-door neighliors we want reci- 
procity, but not luiieatricteil reciprocity. 
W'owiintto keep up a system of taritV, 
with the iiilcrchiuige of raw niateriils. We 
are opposeil buth to unrestricted reciprocity 
and to commercial union. Tlie latter _wo 
believe will lead to political union, which 
we emphatically oppose. Wo l)eliove we 
have the ni;iti rial to build upas great a 
country as yonrn. imd don't believe that it 
is for the good of eitliur that there should 
be a union, lull rath'.'r for the good of both 
that then: .should bo a friendly rivalry. We 
are thoroughly loyal to the Hriti.sh flag and 
believe in a great national destiny. If 
your President honors ua with a visit we 
promise him a sincere und hearty welcome. 
VVe' feel most friendly toward our Aintri- 
oan cousins. 
i"I see much to admire in tho United 
...States, .but nothing to covet. You have 
' aohiered nothing in llie way of national suc- 
cess tliat we cannot aobievo.'' 

The lecisluture' of British Columbia was 
prorogued last; Monday. Regarding its work 
the Premier says: 

"The legislature prorogued on Monday has 
taken the first step toward more close inter- 
national connection. It grunted the fran- 
chise to a .railroad from Nelson, the chief 
mining town of Kootenay, to Fort Sheppard, 
whence it is expected to make connections 
with Spokane; also a railroad connecting 
Cronr's Nes! and Kootenay. These rouds 
will develop tho wonderfully rich mining 
countiylof Koptonay. The legislature also 
passed a bill incorporating tho Victoria and 
North American railroad , from ;Port 
Crescent to Victoria via Beechy 
Bay, just over the line "in. orir coun- 
try. A representative of the road was also 
over lust week, consulting in Victoria re- 
gardiug a §1 ,000,000 subsidy. These things 
mark tho future policy of tho Government, 
but do not indicate any desire for annexa- 
tion. The legislature passed ninety-nine 
bills, the largest number overpassed by any 
legislature. About half of them were pri- 
vate bills."
